The

tised by him for years 
It would 
1 have cost twenty-five to fitty cents 
Jan acre more to plant it than the 
common com, and this insignificant 
sum caused many to turn aside 
from its use and lose their eutire 
crop by planting the common corn. 
This looks like a short-sighted pol­ 
icy. 
This is advice for another 
year, however, and does not apply 
to the present emergency. 
As for the present, let our people 
take steps energetically by 
the 
planting of the hardy, drouth-re­ 
sisting crops named above, and 
they may yet be able to retrieve 
much of the loss resulting from the 
failure of the corn crop.
